Witnesses who saw. her 
je described symptoms that corres- 
ponded almost identically with those 
of, strychnine Relsonice, Other wit- 
nesses swore that Neigel told them 
he had poisoned his wife and) the 
chemical analysis “of the stomach 
showed the presence of strychnine. 
Coupled with these facts was the 
evidence of witnesses that Neicel 
had been having illicit relations with 
another woman; who it happened 
was one of the witnesses who saw 
Clara Neigel die. The defence held 
that she swore as she did against 
Neieel to get revenge on him. for 
telling her hushand of the relations | 
tha had existed between them 

The jury did not believe the story 
of conspiracy and found that the 
circumstances’ proved that Neigel | 
was guilty.
